REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citieails of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County here- 
with present the annual report of the Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Court, Auditors, 
Superintendent of County Farm and House of Correction, 
Farm Physician, and Chaplain for the year ending Decem- 


ber 31, 1936. 


CouNTY FARM 


The year 1936 has been one of increased activity for all 
those who have had to do with the administration of af- 
fairs at the Farm. 

More weeks’ board and care have been provided during 
the year than for many years past. 

Many cases have had care in the new hospital building, 
which has proved to be a most satisfactory and practical 
addition to the institution, without adding additional per 
capita cost. 

For the satisfactory conditions prevailing here we again 
take the opportunity to express our deep appreciation to the 
Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lorden, 
and their faithful corps of officers for their devoted interest 
in all the affairs of the institution. 

The many details of administration, are shown in the 
report of the Superintendent, and to which we invite your 
attention. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


The budget appropriations for 1935 and 1936, as made up 
by the Special Budget Committee and adopted by the Con- 
vention, were made with the assumption that the State of 
New Hampshire would reimburse the County 50% of its 
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expenditures for relief during 1935 and 1936, in accordance 
with Chapter 20 of the Laws of 1935. 

In 1935 the State reimbursed the County for only a ten 
months’ period which made a shortage of budget income 
of $22,234.34. 

In 1936, the State reimbursed the County for only six 
months of the year which made a shortage of income of 
$61,859.02. 

This non-reimbursement of $84,093.36 created an obli- 
gation which will have to be met by the County, as relief 
bills have to be paid by someone, which in the final analysis 
is the tax payer.

To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


1936 has been a very busy year for the Medical Service. 
A greater number have been admitted to the hospital than 
in any previous year. Those who have been admitted, most 
of them were very sick when entering the institution. 


It has been a hard winter for the aged, resulting in a high 
death rate, as this report will show. Several cases of Pneu- 
monia, Influenza and Acute Bronchitis have been cared for. 
Cardio Vascular Disease so frequently found in the aged, 
caused a large percent of the deaths. 3 


The Nursing Staff worked diligently, and spared nothing 
for the comfort of the patients.
